GARZA AND VILLA 
ARE CLOSE FRIENDS. 


Washington, January 17. 
Roque Gonzalez Garza, elected provi- 
sional president of Mexico vesterday,-is 
one of General VillA’s’. principal of- 
ficers. Details of his election were 
lacking tonight, but the general belief 
was he had been chosen temporarily to 
meet an emergency created by the sud- 
den departure of General Gutierrez 
from Mexico City. It was thought he 
would exercise executive power until a 
complete agreement is secured on a 
president to fill the unexpired term of 
Presidents Diaz and Madero, which 
would end on December 31 of this vear. 

The reasons for Gutierrez’s departure 
are unknown here, but it is thought he 
declined to be continued in office undér 
the restrictions suggested by Zapata 
followers. These provided that two- 
thirds of the convention could remove 
the provisional president: that he could 
take no action of importance without 
consent of his cabinet, that the 
must be consulted on all 
questions. 
of a statement issued by 
taking control of affairs 
state department today.

sued orders for most of the govern- 
ment forces to leave the capital and 
that as this would leave the city with- 
out authorities, he, as chairman of the 
convention, had assumed chief com- 
mand.

Garza is anout 36 vears oid and is a 
man of culture. graduate of 
the law school in Mexico City and ‘has 
been practicing law for many years. He 
first came into prominence as a volun- 
teer colonel in the Madero army which 
overthrew Diaz. His brother, Fred- 
Gonzalez Garza, was for several 
governor of the federal district 
in Mexico Citv under Madero. Roque 
and brother joined Villa soon after 
Huerta came into power

DIES AT HOME IN IOWA 


Red Oak, Iowa, January 17 Smith 
McPherson, for fifteen years judge of 
the federal court in the southern lowa 
district, died tonight at his home. He 
had been ill for six months from in- 
digestion. He had confined to 
his home since last August. 

Judge McPherson was 65 years

Amsterdam, January 17.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—The EKeho Belge says that Gen- 
eral von Bissing, governor general of 
Belgian territory occupied by the Ger- 
mans, has issued the following proc- 
lamation at Brussels: 

‘The governor general declares of- 
ficially that the assertion concerning 
the arrest of Cardinal Mercier is to- 
tally. unfounded. The German authori- 
ties never dreamed of interfering with 
the liberty of a prince of the é¢hurch in 
the exercise of his ecclesiastical func- 
tions. His pastoral, however, contained 
passages which were injurious to 
many and which consequently could not 
be overlooked by the German authori- 
ties. Nevertheless, out of respect to 
the sacredness of his place andin order 
not to offend the sentiments of the 
faithful, we have not prohibited the 
reading of the pastoral in the churches 
The governor general limited himself 
to taking police measures demanded by 
the situation.”

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THE VERA CRUZ LESSON. 

A short while after the troops of the 
United States, with their matchless sanitary 
service, left Vera Cruz, Mexico, there 
an outbreak of black or confluent smallpox. 
Confluent smallpox-is about the most viru- 
lent form of that and thrives on 
filth and jungle ignorant of sanitary precau- 
tions. The mortality rate to date has not 
yet been reported, but it must be excessive, 
judging by the ability of the Mexicans to 
propagate disease. 

The lesson of Vera Cruz is the 
repeated, of Havana and the Isthmus of 
Panama. In Havana and at Panama living 
conditions, before the incursion of the 
United States troops, unspeakable. 
Havana used to send regular epidemics of 
yellow New Orleans and other 
American ports, and one of the chief rea- 
sons, aside from graft, for the French failure 

Panama was the fact that the men died 
like flies because of yellow fever. 

Vera Cruz has had, all these centuries, 
about as evil a health reputation as Havana 
and Panama. The big ports of the world 
were constantly enforcing quarantines 
against it. Every style of transmissible dis- 
ease flourished, for the simple reason that 
the Mexicans had not learned the A, B, C 
of the art of sanitation. 

All that changed when 
perts who accompanied

drained or oiled. Vaccination against small- 
pox and typhoid was enforced. The troops 
themselves made a splendid health record, 
and the death rate of the town fell amazing.

WHAT ADVERTISERS BUY. 

J. LeRoy North, an advertising expert of 
Cincinnati, with national fame, recently gave 
a gathering of Y: M. C. A. members in that 
city some sogd advice, as follows, regarding 
the primacy of the newspaper in the adver- 
tising field: 


“The daily newspaper should be the 
foundation for all retail advertising— 
it is by all odds the best medium in any 
city,” declared T. LeRoy North, adver- 
Silanes expert and author of the Cincin- 
nati Advertisers’ club plan for advertis- 
ing Cincinnati, in addressing a group of 
advertising students at the Young Men’s 
Christian association. “I do not say that 
all retail business houses should use 
newspaper advertising exclusively,” Mr. 
North added. “I do say, however, that 
every retailer should plan his advertis- 
ing campaign first by an appropriation 
of sufficient size to give him adequate 
space in the newspapers. Then, if he 
still has money left for additional pub- 
licity, he can take up the question of 
other forms. The newspaper ‘ad’ is the 
wireless telegraphy of business thought.” 


Mr. North has expressed in a few sen- 
tences knowledge that has cost advertisers 
of this country many hundreds of thousands 
of dollars. We do not disparage any other 
form of advertising. All publicity is good, if 
it is intelligent. But it is simply the result 
of experience that daily newspaper advertis- 
ing is the best investment for the business 
man or for the corporation, intent on keep- 
ing their wares and their policies before the 
public. 

Mr. North well says that newspaper ad- 
vertising and its value depends largely upon 
the character of the paper—that is, upon the 
class of clientele the paper has built up, its 
reputation for veracity and the nature of its 
circulation and the homes into which it 


enters.

A LAW WITHOUT TEETH. 

The recent session of the legislature 
passed, with excellent intentions, a good 
vital statistics law and—failed to appropriate 
money for its enforcement. 

The board of health recognizes the immi- 
nent value of a system of registering vital 
statistics and is anxious to enforce the law, 
but finds itself powerless unless some ar- 
rangement can be made to bridge the gap 
until the next gathering of the general as- 
sembly. 

Friends of the vital statistics law, who 
have fought many years for its enactment 
and enforcement, will experience distinct 
disappointment at this announcement. Of 
course, in time the omission will be reme- 
died. But that is just it. “Time” is an 
important item in any vital statistics system. 
The weeks and months are flying, and we 
are still guessing at the prevalence of dis- 
eases and their location in this state. The 
physicians stand ready to apply a remedy, 
but they have no medium for diagnosis. 

It is to be hoped some temporary ar- 
rangement can be effected, whereby the law 
can be applied before the meeting of the 
next legislature. Comparatively little money 
will be required to install the machinery, 
and it will require some months for that 
machinery to attain smooth working order. 

Georgia occupies the unenviable distinc- 
tion of being the one state in the country 
with no system for gathering vital statistics. 
Up to a year ago South Carolina was in that 
class. Now South Carolina has caught step 
with progress and left Georgia on a solitary 
eminence with jungle economic practice. 

The sooner the defect is remedied the 
better for life and death and efficency in 
this state and the better for the state’s repu- 
tation at home and abroad. 


THE DRAIN OF PRISONERS 

England and Germany have agreed to ex- 
change prisoners, to the number of 150,000, 
from among the men who are permanently 
incapacitated for the war. The plan origi- 
nated with Pope Benedict, and took its rise 
in humanitarian motives.

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It was thought worth while to set forth 
in a report sent from Hartford, Conn., a 
day or two ago that war tax stamps aggre- 
gating $314 were affixed to papers by which 
record was made of the transfer of the title 
of one of the large manufacturing plants of 
New England to another corporation which 
is a subsidiary of a parent corporation 
which igs of Ohio origin. The aggregate 
amount of the war stamps was sufficient to 
show the magnitude of the transaction and 
incidentally to reveal how the federal treas- 
ury is at this time being provided with some 
part of its revenue. 

This transaction, however, may be looked 
at from several] points of view, all of which 
illustrate both the changes which have been 
occasioned by the Buropean war and the 
development in recent years of the great 
American manufacturing industries into 
great salesmanship ability and success. The 
plant which was sold a day or two ago by 
order of the courtisthe onein whichthe Pope 
Manufacturing company carried on for a 
long time its great industry. This corpora- 
tion became embarrassed, and in the interest 
of its ereditors sought the protection of the 
courts. Chief among its assets was the plant 
itself, far that is not only large but is ade- 
quately constructed for the carrying on of 
certain manufacturing industries. 

The corporation. which bought this plant 
through the authority conferred by the 
courts is the Pratt-Whitney company, of 
Hartford, whose name has for years identi- 
fied one of the great American industries. 
This corporation, however, is a subsidiary 
of one of the greatest of American corpora- 
tions, the Niles-Bement-Pond company, whose 
recent achievement as salesmen in foreign 
lands of American products have furnished 
one-of the conspicuous examples of the ad- 
vance of American industry in the field of 
merchandising. This corporation began its 
career near Cincinnati. Its growth has been 
rapid and it. now numbers in its family a 
considerable number of manufacturing 
plants, including one in Canada. 

The ostensible reason given for the pur- 
chase. of the Pope plant at Hartford is that 
it may be used to complete the manufacture 
of certain equipment and machinery which 
are required for the great Chinese arsenal 
and armory for which this American com- 
pany obtained the contract a little over a 
year ago. The money involved in thig tran- 
saction, the details of which were reported 
in these columns some months ago, is ap- 
proximately $2,000,000. The corporation had, 
a little earlier, obtained a contract secured 
in competition with great manufacturers of 
Kngland and of the continent of Europe for 
the equipment with gunmaking machinery 
of the new governmental] armory and arsenal 
in Australia. 

Modern Spirit of Industries. 

Both of these contracts reflect the moéd- 
ern spirit of American industries which is 
to carry on merchandising upon a very large 
scale, seeking foreign rnarkets, and they also 
reflect the ability of American industry to 
meet the rigid, difficult and very great re- 
quirements which are necessary to meet if 
a contract is to be obtained and executed. 

Here is to be discovered one of the ex- 
traordinary influences uponthe United States 
of the outbreak of war upon the continent 
of Europe. Had there been no war, the Hart- 
ford plant would have been ample for meet- 
ing all of the requirements involved in the 
Chinese and the Australian contracts. But 
within a few weeks after the war began 
there appeared an extraordinary, really an 
emergency, demand for American commodi- 
ties, not only food and equipment or material 
designed for war, but also for other commod- 


‘ities which are essential in time of peace as, 


instance, hardware 

The parent corporation had facilities for 
accepting propositions if minds met respect- 
ing terms. The probabilities are that there 
was at no time any difficulty respecting 
terms. England’s emergency, as well as 
that of Russia, of Franceand of other coun- 
tries, was imperative. In the financial dis- 
trict of this city reports have prevailed that 
this corporation has secured a vast line of 
contracts, although, of course, this view is 
based more upon inference than any official 
acknowledgement. But there is something 
more than inference in the authoritative re- 
port which has just come from Hartford. For 
it would not be necessary to acquire an ad- 
ditional plant for which as much as $300,000 
was paid unless there had been an unusual 
and imperative demand for the kind of com- 
modities manufactured at the Pratt-Whitney 
plant at Hartford. So that the purchase a 
day or two ago of the large Pope manufac- 
turing plant for the alleged purpose of se- 
curing facilities with which to complete the 
Chinese contract would not have been neces- 
had not the Pratt-Whitney company 
iver to its utmost capacity in meet- 
ing the sudden demand which has come from 
across the sea. The plant which has just 
been purchased is in neighborly proximity 
to the Pratt-Whitney plant. 
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Another Point of View.

Editor Coustivetion: My attention was 
arrested by your fine editorial appearing in 
a recent issue of your paper, touching the 
splendid work being done by Grady hos- 
pital; and it has seemed meet to me that 
some outsider, not connected with Grady, 
and yet more or less familiar with condi- 
tions existing there, should assume the priv- 
ilége of saying a word in behalf of this 
splendid institution. 

Having recently been a patient in Grady 
myself, during a period of nearly three 
months, with ample opportunity to observe 
with the eye of the trained physician, as 
well as that of the critical patient, I am led 
to the conclusion that in this memorial to a 
great man, we have a great institution. In 
no way connected with Grady hospital, as a 
member of its staff, or otherwise, I believe 
that I can speak without bias. Granting 
this, permit me to say that I am very sure 
that if the world at large knew of the ex- 
cellent work of a high order betng done at 
this hospital under the most adverse condi- 
tions, public sentiment would so shape itself 
that Grady would soon obtain an appropria- 
tino adequate to its needs. 

To those who have had no occasion to 
investigate, I would say that the staff of 
visiting physicians is composed of those 
men who, by dint of ability and achieve- 
ment, have come to occupy a position in the 
very forefront of our profession; men whom 
our wealthiest and most influential people 
call into their homes when their own loved 
ones have need of skilled medical advice. 
These doctors are giving . freely, without 
compensation, their time and energies, the 
very best that is in them, to the relief and 
uplift of suffering humanity; and it seems 
a sacrilege that a question of school or sect 
or cult should arise to mar the usefulness of 
So great a humanitarian project. 

Atlanta is to be felicitated upon having 
as superintendent of its municipal hospital 
a man whose executive ability is only 
equalled by his courteous bearing toward 
those with whom he comes in contact.

The staff of internes at Grady 
is composed of about a dozen young physi- 
cians, who, by superfor class standing, or 
by competitive examination, have ranked 
their less fortunate fellows, and are now 
thoroughly preparing themselves for the 
field of great usefulness which lies before 
them. 

Since Grady hospital is, 
beneficent institution, the free patients f[n 
the wards receive the same courteous 
tion and consideration, the same 
services and nursing, as do those 
in private roams, under supposedly 
vored circumstances.

Postponement Disastrous 
As Well As Disappointing 


Editor Constitution: Your editorial of 
this morning says: “The decision to 
postpone rural credit legislation is distinctly 
disappointing.” You might almost as truly 
said that it is “disastrously disappointing.” 
for already it is manifest that the rural 
credits. possibilities of the regional bank 
system are small, costly and involved in 
fairly prohibitory red-tape so far as the 
amail and needy farmer is concerned.

would allow the democrats to do business in 
spite of the republican minority. 

Let the suffering fanmmers of Georgia 
know where a large part of the blame for 
their predicament must be placed.
